St. Paul, Sept. 21.— Judge Lochren 
lo the United States circuit court here 
Friday issued a prelim inary order con­ 
tinuing the order made at a previous 
hearing, restraining the enforcem ent 
of the commodity 
freig ht rates pre­ 
scribed in ch apter 232 of th e Laws of 
1907, but refused to issue a m anda 
tory injunction taking out th e 2-cent 
p a sse n g e r fare prescribed by the leg 
islam re and the 
m erch an d ise rates 
o rd ered by tho 
railroad 
and ware 
house commission on Sept. G. 
The cf 
feet of the order as a whole is to leave 
m a tte rs in status 
quo pending a de­ 
cision on the merits. 
In 
delivering 
his opinion 
Judge 
L ochren severely denounced the pen 
a b ie s prescribed 
by th e rate 
laws. 
T hey a re as severe, he said, as the 
p enalties 
provided 
for 
th e 
worst 
crim es and 
are vicious In 
principle 
Rnd a disgrace to the state. 
In view of 
those 
penalties which 
v irtually sh u t 
the door Qf 
the state 
c ou rts in the face of railroad officials, 
Ju d g e Lochren 
held th a t 
the direc­ 
tors w ere Justified 
in not bringing 
proceedings in the sta te courts. 
Such 


I action 
would have 
m ade them 
and 
th e ir subordinates liable to Im prison­ 
ment:. 
T here can be no question, said 
Judge Lochren, th at such legislation 
is vicious and a repro ach upon the in­ 
telligence and sense of justice of the 
legislators. 
T h e decision also 
o verrules the de­ 
m u rre rs interposed 
by th e 
state on 
th e grounds that the 
ra te suits are 
suits against the 
state, preventing it 
from 
carrying 
on is 
governm ental 
functions, and a9 such are prohibited 
by 
th e Eleventh 
a m e n d m e n t 
to the 
fed eral Constitution. 
T h e other objection 
ta k e n by de­ 
m u rre r is th a t the 
su its are m ulti­ 
farious. parties and cau ses of action 
being im properly united. Judg e IvOch- 
ren disposed of both of these object­ 
i o n s in favor of the com plainants. 
T h e decision, therefore, preserves 
th e ra te s now in force until the ques­ 
tions raised 
can be 
determ ined on 
th e 
m erits. 
This 
is in accordance 
with the request which Ju dge Thom as 
W ilson, general counsel for the O m a­ 
ha road, m ade 
in court W ednesday, 
sp eak in g for the O m aha and the Chi­ 
cago and N orthw estern roads. 
Grounds for the Suits. 


T h e principal 
grounds 
on which 
th e se suits were b ro u g h t were th a t 
the effect of the prescribed rates w as 
to 
confiscate property 
w ithout due 
process of law in violation of the Fo ur­ 
te e n th 
am endm ent 
of 
th e 
United 
S ta te s Constitution and th a t in prac­ 
tice they necessarily and directly in­ 
te rfe re with the 
exclusive power of 
co ng ress to regulate 
in te rsta te com ­ 
m erce. 
W hile Judge L ochren did not deem 
it p rop er in a p relim inary order to go 
so far as to hold th a t th e prescribed 
•'ates in practice n ecessarily interfere 
w ith the regulation of in tersta te com ­ 
m erce, his language on this point is 
n e v erth e le ss in terestin g 
because of 
the 
far-reaching 
im po rtance of 
this 
question which will eventually have 
to be decided and w hich it is believed 
is h e re squarely p resen ted for the first 
tim e. 
Judge Lochren said he had no doubt 
of th e pow er of congress 
to assum e 
control 
cf all avenues 
of interstate 
com m erce, as it had already assum ed 
control of navigable rivers, w hether 
local or interstate, but th a t he would 
h e sita te to hold on a prelim inary hear 
ing th a t until congress had assum ed 
such control the state s m ay not regu­ 
late charges on such in te rsta te lines 
for traffic 
which is wholly 
local to 
th e state. 
In respect to th e question of con­ 
fiscation of property, Jud ge Lochren 
held th a t 
inasm uch as it had 
been 
show n that traffic wholly local to the 
stain w ar noncom pensatory before any 
of th e prescribed rates w ent into cf 
feet and in view' of the reduced rates 
on m erchandise and passenger traffic 
already adopted, th e o rd er restraining 
th e enforcem ent 
of th e 
commodity 
ra te s which was g ran ted at a previous 
h ea rin g should be continued. 
A ttorney G eneral E. T. Young said 
th at, although he had not decided as 
to future action, he will do all in his 
pow’er to defeat th e a tta c k on the rate 
I law s and on the order of tho state 
1 railroad and w arehouse commission
